So much didn’t happen in 1 995 that 
it provides reason for hope that the 
most dire forecasts for 1 996 will pro- 
yidrsomc chuckles: at this time next 
year. Forecasts, for example, of reces- 
sion and joblessness and collapses. 

Such as a 2,000-point drop in the 
Dow Jones industrial average, cour- 
tesy of well-known and oft-wrong 
Robert Prechter, and a decline to 
3,670 courtesy' of Joe Granville, who 
kept clients out during much of the 
big bull market.

Much less attention was paid to a 
simultaneous feature of the job mar- 
kets, that bcing'thc strength of new 
opportunities and the pace of hiring.

What' 
follows tire highlights of research 
into new drug therapies that arc

' • Avooex: Biogen Inc.’s recombi-’ 
nant form of interferon beta- la' has ‘ 
been shown in clinical trials to slow 
the progression of relapsing forms of- 
MS and reduce the frequency of’ 
flare-ups.' Like Betascron, Avonex is 
a recombinant form of one of the

In 
clinical trials, it has been given as a 
daily injection. An advisory commit- 
tee of the U.S. Food - and Drug 
Administration is expected to meet 
next year to consider the data on this 
drug. ■-! 

• Linomlde: Clinical trials' of this 
compound ore just getting under way 
in Europe and the United States. 
Early data suggests that it may have 
some benefit for MS patients and 
cause relatively acceptable side 
effects. It is a oncc-a-day pill. 

• *7 Myloral:. The two-year trial of - 
this oral myelin that began last 
March in the United States and 
Canada is part of a new approach 
being used to combat MS and other 
autoimmune diseases. Basically, The 
immune system seems to learn that it 
shouldn’t attack protein that we eat. 
Researchers hope the oral myelin 
will increase the immune.system’s 
tolerance of nervous-system myelin.
